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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification Objections 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate 
sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length 
since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and 
legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for 
consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 
should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure 
defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds a single paragraph and the 
language is not clear and concise. Further, reference of "(Fig. 2)" (Line 15) is unnecessary and need to be 
removed. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because reference 
character "20" has been used to designate all "rotatable runner blades", "fixed guide blades" and "gas 
turbine blades". 

Fig 1 is objected to because it has typographical errors terms "extrapolationsbereich" and 
"datenbasis".

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: Examiner recommends that Applicant 
replace "xi, yi ... x n ...y n " (line 4) with - (xi, yi) to (x n , y n ) Correction is required. 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: Examiner recommends that Applicant 
replace "xs" (line 9) with - Xs - 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 provide for the use of evaluating the operating conditions of a machine or an 
installation, but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear 
what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a 
use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "Xs > x1, x„" in line 10 and "quality K" in lines 5 and 7. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 1-17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in 
a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 1 53 
USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 
(D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any 
new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this 
title. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. 

With respect to claims 1-17, the methods for evaluating the operating conditions of a machine or an 
installation do not produce any tangible results. The practical application of the claimed invention cannot 
be realized until the information determined is conveyed to the user. For the result to be tangible, it would 
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need to output to a user, displayed to a user, stored for later use, or used in any tangible manner. Hence, 
the claims are treated as nonstatutory functional descriptive material (See MPEP Sec. 2106 and 
http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/com/sol/og/2005/week47/patqupa.htm) .
